WHEN  the  Dominion  Government  ini- 
tiates rehablMUtlon  aid  for  ex 
servicemen  such  as  that  afforded  by 
the  Veterans'  Land  Act,  no  one  expects  the 
authorities  to  be  able  to  foresee  all  contin- 
gencies. As  the  years  go  by  changing  condi- 
tions often  necessitate  some  modification 
of  the  scope  of  such  schemes  or  of  the  terms 
under  which  assistance  is  granted,  and  It 
is  important  that  there  should  be  enough 
flexibility  in  the  statute  and  Its  regulations 
to  make  this  possible.

London.— There  was  some  surprise 
when,  in  the  communique  put  out 
at  the  end  of  the  ministers'  meetings 
In  London,  there  was  no  reference  at 
an  to  the  Middle  East.  But  the  ex- 
planation came  later  when,  the  Anglo- 
French-Amerlcan  declaration  was  Is- 
sued. It  had  been  postponed  because 
It  was  essential  first  to  receive  the 
assurances  lor  w’hlch  the  Govern- 
ments of  Israel  and  Uie  Arab  States 
had  been  asked. 

The  Importance  of  the  whole  Mid- 
dle Eastern  area  is  obvious  enough. 
Not  only  Is  It  a centra!  part  of  the 
long  periphery  across  which  Russia, 
by  one  or  another  of  the  methods  of 
the  “cold  war."  Is  pressing  on  the  free 
world.  It  Is  also  the  sector  In  which 
there  Is  always  the  most  reason  to 
expect  strong  pressure  For  Soviet  Im- 
perialism has  Inherited  and  adopted 
all  the  objectives  of  lU  Tsarist  pre- 
decessor, and  the  Middle  East  has  al- 
ways been  one  of  those  objectives. 

A free  hand  for  expansion  "InTlie 
general  direction  of  the  Persian  Gulf" 
was  the  one  thing  on  which  Molotov 
insisted  most  strongly  when  he  and 
Rlbbenirop  were  planning  their 
“spheres  of  influence’’  In  1040.  At 
Potsdam  and  Yalta  he  tabled  the 
Russian  claims  to  Kars  and  Ardnhan 
and  the  control  of  the  straits.  Then 
came  a bid  for  bases  In  Tripoli  and 
the  Dodecanese  and  for  at  least  a 
finger  in  Eritrea;  an  attempt  to  gain 
control  of  Northern  Persia:  and  an 
attempt  to  gain  control  of  Greece. 

Russian  pressure  has  not  been  great 
recently,  but  It  has  never  entirely 
ceased  and  could  start  again  at  a mo- 
ment's notice  if  conditions  seemed 
favorable.  The  concern  of  the  West- 
ern Powers  Is  therefore  that  condl- 
tloru  should  not  become  such  as  to 
tempt  Moscow  to  new  efforts  to  dis- 
turb the  peace  and  hinder  the  eco- 
nomic revival  of  the  area.

for  example,  to  allow  them  to  dispose  of 
unwanted  land  and  convert  the  proceeds 
to  enlargement  or  Improvement  of  build- 
ings, equipment  and  stock.

But  there  la  also  the  danger,  and 
the  temptation  to  the  Kremlin,  of  the 
unstable  alluatlon  In  the  "back  area" 
of  Israel  and  the  Arab  States.

The  baste  trouble  is  fear— the  per- 
fectly genuine  fear  of  the  Israelis  that 
the  Arab  Stale*  are  planning  a “sec- 
ond round"  of  the  Palestinian  war  In 
the  hope  of  destroying  Israeli;  the 
equally  genuine  fear  of  the  Arabs  that 
Israel  Is  planning  a "second  round" 
In  the  hope  of  conquering  and  annex- 
ing all Palestine.  It  Is  that  fear  which 
Britain,  the  United  Blafea  and  France 
are  trying  to  allay.  They  have  ob- 
tained from  Drael  and  from  the  six 
Arab  state*  declarations  of  non-ag- 
grraslvt  Interest,  which  taken  to- 
gether. constitute  a sort  of  de  facto 
non-aRgression  pact  between  them. 

That  In  It.self  was  clearly  not 
enough,  for  neither  side  place*  com- 
plete confidence  in  thr  word  of  the 
other.  Some  outside  guarantee  was  re- 
quired; some  as.surance  that  any 
state— whether  Arab  or  Jewish — which 
violates  Its  pledge  and  disturbs  the 
peace  would  have  to  face  conse- 
quences which,  in  tact,  none  of  them 
would  dare  to  face. 

In  theory,  such  a guarantee  should 
be  provided  by  the  United  Nations: 
but  the  United  Nations  has  already 
shown  itself  unable  to  prevent  one 
Palestinian  war.  And  no  realist  imag- 
ines for  a moment  that  In  Us  present 
condition  It  could  even  attempt  to 
stop  another.

The  .Canadian  Constitution  (the  BN.A  Act. 
1807 1 ' .»  HwerlearJ^  upder  Section  92  that  the 
provun  eenmy  exclusively  enact  law*  “for  direct 
MxuUon  within  the  province  In  order  to  further 
the  raising  of  revenue  for  provincial  purposes." 

Any  sane  person  will  admit  that  the  Province 
has  no  authority  *o  delegate  such  taxation  power 
to,  say.  the  Oovcniment  of  Patagonui.  and  H 
consequently  has  no  more  power  to  delegate 
same  to  someone  In  Ottawa. 

The  Federal  Income  Tax  Act  la.  therefore, 
conceived  on  a faulty  foundation  and  thereby 
bad  law  and  unconstitutional 
The  Supreme  Court  of  Nova  Scotia  ruled  in 
the  matter. 

Remember  that  the  big  taxpayer*  are  earning 
their  ralllloni  In  profit  by  using  up  the  very 
limited  resources  which  are  a part  of  British 
Columbia  and  ahould  be  carefully  exploited  for 
the  benefit  ol  the  people  in  this  Province. 

The  heavy  customs  protection  now  given  the 
Eastern  manufacturers  should  be  more  than 
enough  contribution  by  u*  to  Eastern  Canada, 
which  buys  extremely  little  from  this  Province.

June  8 «Cf»— Whether 
a Canadian  ahlp  should  also  be 
called  a British  ship  was  argued 
today  by  the  Senate  committee  of 
transport  and  communications. 

Senator  Thomas  Vten  <L.  Que- 
bec objected  to  a clau.«o  In  a bill 
to  amntend  the  Canada  Shipping 
Act  which  atatos:  ‘"British*  ship 
Includes  a Canadian  ship.'* 

He  said  If  Canadian  ships  were 
defined  as  British  ships  they  would 
■otomattcany  be  brought  under  con- 
trol of  the  British  Admiralty  In 
wartime. 

“In  the  event  of  war  Canada 
would  undoubtedly  offer  Britain 
every  co-opcratlon.''  he  said,  “but  I 
want  to  be  sure  that  ro-operatlnn 
would  be  given  on  orders  from  Ot- 
tawa. not  from  London.**
